PlTTRBURO, July 7 — Tlie strike nrdei 
of the natiooal cxomtive board of the 
United Mine Workers of America was 
obcjad Ij from 10,000 to 16,000 of the 
31,000 miaan in the Pittibaiv diatrlot. 
Th« gre«t ■tragfcle is now on in eunMt, 
and the developments of the next teyt 
day« will determine the saccess or fail 
ore of the tight for a uniform mining 
tate. Pittsburg is the pivotal point in 
the ■tatcs eojraged in the oonteat, 
•ad fche iooceM of the local offloialf in 
their'efrorie to Monze a general taspen- 
sion in this district will have an impor- 
tant bearing on the oatoooM ti the 
movement. 

While it is estimated tliat ut least 
two-thirds of the miners have thrown 
their picks, enough men are still at 
work. howeTer, to seriously impair the 
chances, nnless they can ultimately be 
brought out. T)iis Prcsidi'iit Dolaii con- 
fidently tiaim!< oan be done. The crper- 
ators, on the other hand, are in nowise 
disconcerted, and assert tliat the strike 
can not succeed. 

The first break in the operaton' rank* 
was made yesterday afternoon by J. W. 
Steen of the O. I. C. mines at Rossville. 
The diggers refus' d to work and tlit 
mine was closed down, but a Jiotice was 
posted that hereafter tlie ti9-cent rate 
would be paid. It is not likely that the 
ofBoials will allow the men to work 
until a majority of the operaton have 
a|{reed to the miners' demands. 

According to estimates of the miners' 
officials, 62 railroad mines are idle and 
26 are still in operation. They reported 
that in a number of cases they had 
heard no news from certain mines and 
take it for granted in many oases that 
they are in operation.

'i he miners' officials say the ojjerators 
%\ ill claim a mine to be in operation as 
long as there are but two men ut work. 
The operators claim tliat the Panhandle 
mines, operated by M. A. Hanua, 
where the ironclad is in force worked 
as usual yesterday. The miners on the 
other hand, maintain that the entire 
Millers and Thomas Run district, whe-re 
these millet uru located, is out on a 
strike. The operators themselves ad- 
mit that there were not the usual num- 
ber of men at work in the Uuowdon 
and Gastouville mines operated by the 
Pittsburg and Chicago company, where 
the inmolad is also in force. 

A fair estimate shows that there are 
abOBt 10,000 of the 19,000 railroad min- 
ers now out. A list of the mines idle 
along the rirers can not be obtained 
here at present and reports oonceming 
the river situation are conflicting. The 
operators assert that the river mines are 
nearly all running, while the miners 
oOdMly dalm that they are all idle. 
B peota li froa Nonongahela City say 
that 6,000 oat of the 8,000 miners are on 
a strike. 

W. H. Do Armitt. president of the 
New Yoric and caerehuid Gas Cool com- 
pany was em pha t i c in his statements 
that the strike would be a failure. "We 
had more men at work today," said he, 
"tlian any day for a number of years 
•ftar a holiday. I attribute this to the 
fool that the men come to work because 
they did not care to be identified with 
this movement. More than 85 mines 
are worUng in the |>ittsborg district to- 
day." 

At the miners' headquarters President 
Dolan was apparently in the best of 
humor. He hud received reports fftnu 

nearly every part of the district and 

memed plea.sed with the prospects. 
More miners will join the movement 
before the end of the week," said he, 
"and I am perfectly satisfied with the 
progress made. Yet there are some 
mines that I hoped would be idle that 
are mini ug today." 

In We'St Virginia the miners have 
bi'cii slow in resiMUiding to the .■strike 
order. A dispatch says that a general 
strike in the state is not probable. The 
men are not organized and they are in- 
clined to regard the strike elsewhere as 
favorable to their chances for securing 
plenty of w i)rk at gOi>d prices while it is 
pending, lireat pressure is being 
brought to btmr upon them by the 
United Mine Workers' otticials to join 
the strike, but so far without success. 
The impression among both operators 
ADd jnintta in this state is (hat West 



Virginia will T)p able to supply the de- 
mand for coal in the event of a pro- 
longed strike, and that the operators 
will be justified in giving the miners in- 
dnc' inents to 'romilii at work, as they 
did in 1MI4. 

(^l)ief Mine Inspector Paul says that 
he does not look for much resjxjnse to 
tLe order. He says; "If the West Vir- 
ginia miners remain at work during the 
strike in other states new markets will 
o )en up for West Virginia cejals which 
West Virginia operators can hold after 
the termination of the strike. During 
the strike of 1894 the operators were 
pushed to supply the demand for coal 
and were able to give tho ailB«n bonuses 
to remain at work." 

This argument has had great effect 
with the n ners, and the United Mine 
Workers" oi..cials may have great diffi- 
culty in jtersnodiug them to join the 
strike. This apphe^ especially to the 
Fairmont, Kanawha and New River 
regiona. 

AT MINERS' HEA DQUARTERS. 

Frealdcnt •Ratcbford Confldent That tb« 
MlMH Will Win th« BatU*. 

CoLUJaus, O., .July 7.— There ore 
quite a number of mining districts from 

which President Ratchford of the 
United Mine Workers has not hoard, 
yet he is as confident as ever of the ulti- 
mate success of the strike. If any 
nnfavorable reports have been received 
by him they have not aifeoted his de- 
meanor in the least. He states that he 
has re'ceiveel no reports from West Vir- 
ginia. Should the miners tlnTe not join 
the strike now, he thinks tlicy can be 
induced to suspend work in a short 
time. 

A telegram from Pittsburg stated the 
prospects were that the mtii at tlie 
D' Armitt mines could be induced to 
join the strike, though they were work- 
ing now. 

A tdepram from V,'. D, Ry.Tn. .^ci re- 
tary of the Illinois niiner-i, stated that 
;i().o(Mi nu ll were idle in that state. 

.1. H. Kennedy, sec-.etary of the In- 
diana miners, wired ih;u >-o per cent of 
the miners in that state were idle and 
that more would quit work. 

A mass meeting of Juckson county 
miners in c^hio voted unanimously to 
stand by the strike. 

President Garland of the Amalga- 
mated .Association of Iron and Steel 
WorkeTs, telegraphed his symi)athy 
and assurance of support ou behalf of 
that organization. 

Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, wired : 
"I sincerely hope that the miners may 
be successful in their demand for living 
wages, and that no compromise will ba 
accepte d which does not involve the OS- 
tablisbmeut of that principle." 

President Oompers offers his assist- 
ance whenever it may be needed. 

FIRST SIGN OF TROUBLE. 

WMt Vlrvlvte Cool to B* nil|>p«d Into 
Ohio to Supply th« Trade. 

Bellaire, O.. July 7.— A large num- 
ber of extra coal cars were sent into the 
Fairmont ( W. Va.j district by the Bal- 
timore and Ohio Railroad company. 
The operators of that field have notified 
the nUlway people that they can furn- 
ish 1 ,000 carloads of coal a day, and 
shipments are expected to begin soon. 
Most of this coal will be keut into Ohio 
to sppply the trade in this state. 

It is predicted that trouble will re- 
sult as soon as an attempt is made to 
move coal across the river, the K;»;iie aa 
happened two or three years agei during 
the miners' strike. 

y.iite a surprise was created here 
when it became known tliat the eip era- 
tors of the Sediick mines, three mile* 
west of this city, had grante-d the ad- 
vanced scale and the miners there had 
rettirned to work. A co.oimittee at 
once waited upon the miners at these 
mines and commanded that they must 
cease work at once. This they did. 
Fully 6,000 miners in this district are 
now out and by the end of another day 
every miner in tho district will be in 
line "of battle.

Lbxisotok, Kv.. July 5.— At the Wheat 
Growers' convention this afternoon J. 0. 
Hayes, of Woodford Countv, was made 
President, and on account of thesmall at- 
tendance an adjournment was taken until 
Monday, July 12, at 2 o'clock. The pur- 
pose of the Kentucky wheat growers Is to 
oppose the manipulation of the wheat 
market by speculators. Tb«y claim that 
whatever action they may take will not 

increase the price of breadstufTs to the 
consumer, since the miller charges the 
same price per hundred weiirtit for bis 
fl Mir, whetln r he purchases bU whMt at 
50 rents or 51 per bushel. 

There is scarcely any old wheat on the 
market, and to supply the demand for 
flour the millers must, in a few weeks, be- 
gin grinding new wheat. The farmers 
argue that if tbey can bold their wheat 
until the demand necessitates purchase 
by millers they can realize a price which 
will give them a profit over the coet of 
production snfflcient to even up the loes 
on wheat last year. Col. Tobias Gibson, 
a leader in the movement, said : 

" The banks of Versailles have money 
to the aniniint of about S1-'0,0<V1 which 
they will lend the farmers on wheat, and 
I am confident that similar arrangements 
can be made with the banks throughout 
Kentucky. In this way they can secure 
sufUcient money to enaMe them to hold 
for better prices. We are not forming a 
tru«t, it is a protective association."* 

At the lueetingon Mondaya resolution 
will be presented requesting Congress to 
adopt the Cannon amendment to the 
tariff bill. Kentucky wheat this year is 
estimated at l.'.,0(X\iXX) bushels.

Loi'isviLLE, Kv., July 6.— On account 
of the great interest in the tobacco crop, 
a newspaper here some days ago sent let> 
ters of inquigr to a number of its corre- 
spondents over the State asking Informa- 
tion as to the condition of the crop. 

Replies have been received from more 
than n score of the most important to- 1 
bacco raising counties, with information ^ 
as to the aeaeoas, the extent of planting, 
condition of planti and aerwRa as com- 
pared with last year and amoont of old 
tobacco now on band. 

No county so far reported will equal in 
acreage its production of last year. In 
some counties the percentage ia as low as 
one-third, or even lower.

In some oonntiea 
the outlook is good, in other:* bad ; in 
others medium. Only a small part of the 
old crop is left in the hands of the 
farmers. .

BAlief That • PmsMr Wm FtiUj Deilt 
With ky Shutjrktataea. 



(Enquirer.) 

Wfkt T'nion, Ohio, July 5.— An Kn- 
quirer correspondent visited Kome to 
learn if anything additional conld be 
found to corroljorate the stories told by 
youuK Bose and old Mr. liobinaon, rela- 
tive to the tappoMd mnrder of an an- 
known man on a shantyboat just above 
that town. A number of citizens were 
foand who knew of the stranfter starting 
up the shore, after stating that he in- 
tended to get tlie men on the boat to row 
him acroea the river, as he wanted to 
make inre of catching the eaatboand 
train. He waa desiroua of reaching 
Vanoeburg that ni^ht. 

The ferryman, at the time, had taken 
several paaaengen acrosa to catch the 
weetboiinil train. Tlic station agent, 
mail carrier and several other parties are 
poaitive that the atranger did not reach 
the depot that afternoon and hoard the 
eastbound train. Neither did he return 
to town. It was learned that the man 
took dinner at tlie Valley House, but, as 
the hotel keeps no rexister, he left no 
record of his name. It is also learned 
that the shantyboat was at Vanceburf; 
the Saturday previous, and there were 
on]y two men on the boat. 

A boat answering the description of 
the one that lay at Rome passed Wrights- 
ville just before dark the day of the sup- 
posed murder, and one man waa uaing 
the oars. Yoong Roae atatea that when 
the boat left Rome one of the men took 
the oara. Young Rose also states that 
when the boat wM turning aroand he 
oould plainly see a man Htretched out on 
the floor of the cabin. Beyond sending a 
description of the boat to towns below, 
the loc-al authorities have done nothing 
to investigate the supposed murder.

The night after the 
killing the mob burned Dinning's house 
Dinning had to be taken to Louisville 
for safe keeping, and dariiiK his trial 
was guarded by two companies of the 
state militia.
